A DECISION by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
cabinet to increase 
the cost of using 
outdoor sports 
facilities by up to 
five times has been 


called in by oppo¬ 
sition group leaders. 

Cabinet members 
voted through the hike 
last Tuesday, saying the 
loeal authority eould no 
longer afford to subsidise 
faeilities. 

The move has 


provoked an outery 
aeross the eounty with 
people worried players 
will be prieed out from 
taking part in matehes, 
elubs will not be able to 
afford to earry on, and 
faeilities will be lost. 

Under the plans, elubs 
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that eurrently pay around £55 every time 
they play rugby or football and use a sports 
pavilion eould be eharged up to £305 from 
September 2020. 

Plaid eouneil group leader Tim Thomas has 
ealled the deeision in, saying he is eoneemed 
about the impaet it will have on loeal sports 
elubs. 

The Conservative group leader Tom 
Giffard has also supported the eall-in with 
fellow Conservative eouneillor Aniel Pueella, 
the Independent Allianee deputy group leader 
Cheryl Green (Lib Dem), Llynfi Independents 
Ross Thomas and Keith Edwards and Plaid 
eouneillor, James Radeliffe. 

An overview and serutiny eommittee meet¬ 
ing is expeeted to take plaee on Monday, 


November 4 at 10am, when eouneillors will 
eonsider the deeision taken by cabinet includ¬ 
ing the reasons for it and whether it is in line 
with corporate priorities and policies. 

A decision which is ‘called in’ means the 
issue will be subject to further scrutiny by 
councillors. 

Councillors ca nn ot reverse the decision, 
only raise concerns or ask cabinet to recon¬ 
sider it. 

At a cabinet meeting on October 22, the 
council’s head of operations for community 
services, Zak Shell, said the existing “heavily 
subsidised” approach was acting as a disin¬ 
centive to clubs taking on community asset 
transfers. 

He said that the charges needed to be 


increased to drive forward asset 
transfers, adding that if the council 
did not enable groups to take on the 
facilities, then it would not be pro¬ 
tecting them for future generations. 

Council leader Huw David said 
the local authority had been talk¬ 
ing to sports clubs about the need 
to take on facilities through asset 
transfers since 2015. 

In voting through the meas¬ 
ures last week, cabinet members 
approved plans for a fund to be set 
up to help both children and adults 
from disadvantaged backgrounds to 
continue to play sport.

Electric bus 
plans charge 
ahead 

PLANS for an electric transport hub 
in Bridgend which would store and 
charge electric buses have been given the 
go-ahead. 

Cenin Renewables submitted the plans for a one- 
aere site at Pare Stormy in Stormy Down, stating it 
was ideally loeated being between three of the key 
strategie regeneration growth areas - Portheawl, 
Valleys Gateway and Bridgend - with links to the 
A48 and M4 and less than 10 miles from Port Talbot. 

Planning offieers told councillors the appliea- 
tion was relatively speeulative by the eompany to 
get funding in plaee and agreement with existing 
commereial bus operators. A planning eondition 
would ensure the site is only used as a sustainable 
transport hub for ultra-low emission vehicles to 
prevent it from operating as a eonventional transport 
depot in the future. The hub ineludes 16 parking 
spaees to store and eharge eleetrie buses, 16 HGV 
eleetric eharging stations, 17 private vehicle parking 
spaees for staff, two private vehiele eleetrie eharging 
stations, and a hub eontainer ofihee. During the plan¬ 
ning meeting on Oetober 24, Cllr Mike Keam raised 
safety eoncems over bus drivers who might try to 
turn right onto the A48 at the Heol y Splott junetion, 
eutting aeross the flow of traflie. Ofiheers said that 
an agreement was in plaee to avoid HGVs and buses 
undertaking hazardous manoeuvres onto the A48 
and heavy goods traflie assoeiated will aecess and 
leave from the site via Heol y Splott with controlled 
routing, so they only turn left onto the A48. 

Cenin Renewables said future development 
phases for the transport hub could involve inereasing 
the eapacity of eleetrie vehieles and eharging points 
to not only provide for zero-carbon buses, but also 
for other transport vehieles sueh as vans and taxis. 
They also highlighted the environmental benefits of 
replacing the county’s diesel bus fleet with eleetrie 
buses and said its proposals would enable the 
county to operate eleetrie buses in line with others 
areas, sueh as Newport and Cardiff Couneillors 
unanimously approved the plans. LDRS 


Project to help 
veterans launched 


VETERANS of 
the armed forces 
in Bridgend will 
be guaranteed an 
interview if they 
meet essential 
criteria for any 
advertised roles in 
the local authority 
under a new scheme. 

Cabinet members 
approved the scheme 
which will now form 
part of the eouncil’s 
recruitment and selec¬ 
tion procedures at a 
meeting on October 22 
when Bridgend County 
Borough Couneil 
(BCBC) leader Huw 
David said: “We recog¬ 
nise the importanee of the 
covenant we have with 
members of our com¬ 
munity that have served 
in the armed forces, 
and the commitment 


and the sacrifiee 
they make for us all. 

“This is part of our 
wider suite of policies 
that support members 
of the armed forees and 
veterans which includes 
free swimming sessions, 
adapted accommodation 
for veterans who sus¬ 
tain injuries in service, 
and prioritised housing 
allocation. It’s the 
least we ean do given 
the serviees they pro¬ 
vide to our country.” 

In a report which 
went before the cabinet, 
officers noted the valu¬ 
able transferable skills 
veterans have, including 
communication, leader¬ 
ship and team working 
as well as problem 
solving and adaptability. 

Chief exeeutive Mark 
Shephard said the seheme 
could help veterans to 
overcome barriers in 


finding civilian employ¬ 
ment and help reduce 
the risk of health and 
welfare problems as a 
result of long term unem¬ 
ployment. He said the 
seheme did not guarantee 
employment, as seleetion 
procedures would ensure 
the best candidate for 
the job was appointed. 

The introduction of 
the scheme supports 
BCBC’s Armed Forces 
Community Covenant. 
To be eligible, individu¬ 
als must meet the essen¬ 
tial criteria for the role, 
and be eurrently serving 
in the armed forces and 
within 12 weeks of the 
diseharge date OR have 
their last long-term 
substantive employer 
as the armed forees, 
and no more than three 
years having elapsed 
since the discharge date.

‘Unusual’ planning 
project raises a few 
eyebrows 



A TERRACED house 
in Brynmcnyn is to be 
demolished and a detached 
home built in its place, 
in an unusual appli¬ 
cation given approval 
by the local authority. 

The end-of-terrace property, 
which is set slightly back from the 
building line and has a different 
appearance to other houses in the 
row, will now be knoeked down 
with a new two-storey house being 
built on the site. Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s (BCBC’s) 
development eontrol committee 
approved the application at a 
meeting on October 24 but the 
plans did raise eyebrows, with 
Cllr Jon-Paul Blundell saying 
it was faseinating that if your 
next door neighbour decided to 
demolish their home there was 


nothing you eould do about it. 

Group manager for planning 
and development Jonathan 
Parsons said it was rare to see 
an applieation of this sort, but 
it was permitted. “This situation 
very rarely comes up. However 
it’s quite common when you 
have outbuildings adjacent to 
each other for one householder 
to demolish their outhouse 
but the other one maintain it. 

“It’s actually not beyond the 
realms of possibility that someone 
eould build a house alongside you 
if you live in a semi-detaehed 
property and it becomes a ter- 
raee.” He told councillors there 
was legislation such as The Party 
Wall Aet whieh would ensure the 
rights of those living next door. 

The applicant David Williams, 
whose brother is BCBC’s dep¬ 
uty leader Hywel Williams, sits 


on Ogmore Valley Community 
Council. A new two-storey house 
will now be built on the 200 
sqm site at a different angle; it 
will be finished with painted 
concrete cream render ele¬ 
vation with a black slate roof. 

Four objeetions to the plans in 
Williams Terrace were reeeived 
from people living nearby with 
concerns about the stability of the 
land if the house was demolished 
and the potential exposure of the 
gable end of the adjacent ter- 
raeed property. In a report whieh 
went before councillors officers 
noted the property had a large 
outdoor amenity space com¬ 
pared to other homes in the area. 

Offieers recommended the plans 
for approval and councillors voted 
unanimously in favour of the plans.

A NEW office and multi-agency 
hub is to be built in the grounds 
of Brynteg Comprehensive 
School in Bridgend. 

The plans put forward by Bridgend 
Couneil mirror a similar facility at 
Coleg Cymunedol y Dderwen which 
serves the north west of the county. 

Staff from social services who work in 
children’s safeguarding will relocate from 
the civic offices to the new building, with 
office space catering for up to 65 people. 

Education officers said relocating 
the facility to the grounds of the school 
would provide a more normalised and 
less stigmatised setting for children 


building the single storey office hub. 

Excavated material will be used to 
form a bund to one side of the building. 

Objections to the development 
include concerns about access arrange¬ 
ments with fears the development 
will exacerbate traffic problems. 

A former sports court which has 
been used as a parking area for sixth 
form pupils is being resurfaced to pro¬ 
vide 43 parking spaces for the sole use 
of staff and visitors to the new office. 

Meanwhile, the access from Brynteg 
Gardens, which currently serves as a sec¬ 
ondary pedestrian and vehicular access to 
Brynteg Upper School, will only provide 
access for staff and visitors to the hub. 


councillors at a development control com¬ 
mittee meeting on October 24, officers 
noted the proposed development would 
involve a reconfiguration of the parking 
area around the upper school building, 
with a total of 56 spaces being provided 
for use by staff and sixth form students.

She said the winner of the South Wales Police 
and Crime Commissioner partnership award was

Proposed £3.14m plan 
sparks series of fears 


FEARS have been raised that less 
affluent areas in south east Wales 
might get left behind under new 
arrangements being prepared 
for a regional development plan. 

At the moment, planning policy in the 
region is generally undertaken by individ¬ 
ual local authorities with a limited degree 
of collaboration at a regional level. 

However, a new framework is being 
developed in which each of the 10 local 
authorities in the Cardiff Capital Region 
come together to create a strategic devel¬ 
opment plan (SDP) - expected to cover a 
20-year period. 

Under the set-up, every local authority 
will have one representative on a panel 
which will oversee the preparation of the 
plan - expected to include a vision for the 
region and core issues such as housing 
need and supply, employment sites, and 
transport infrastructure. 

Other areas could include decarbonisa¬ 
tion, tourism, and air quality. 

However, while each local authority will 
have one representative on the panel they 
will have weighted votes depending on 
where they are from. 

For example: one representative’s vote 
from Cardiff has the weight of five votes 
as opposed to Newport and the Vale of 
Glamorgan, which both have two each and 
Blaenau Gwent which has one. The vote 
weighting is based on population size and 
geographical area. 

At a Bridgend full council meeting 
on October 23, Clh Cheryl Green raised 


concerns that Bridgend only had two votes 
when Monmouthshire received three. 

She said: “I understand the weighting of 
the votes on population but I’m struggling 
to understand why it would be based on 
geographical size. 

“Why would Monmouthshire get a vote 
for every 31,000 head of population while 
here in Bridgend you only get a vote for 
every 72,000 head of population? It’s baf¬ 
fling - Monmouthshire can’t expect to have 
any more applications than anywhere else.” 

BCBC’s head of planning Jonathan 
Parsons said the voting arrangement had 
been agreed by the City Deal board and it 
was considered Monmouthshire could well 
see more development proportionately to 
other areas in the region due to its border 
with England, and the Severn Bridge tolls 
being removed. 

However, he added that the votes were 
not set in stone at this stage and might be 
reconsidered. 

Council leader Huw David said 
Monmouthshire was the largest geograph¬ 
ical area of the 10 authorities in south east 
Wales and the local authority had made the 
case to the City Deal board that due to the 
considerable development likely to take 
place in the county, it would have to deal 
with a lot of controversial developments. 

He said: “Each local authority has one 
representative on the panel so there would 
be that equality of voices around the table.” 

Clh Green said she was concerned that 
if a lot of development was anticipated for 
Monmouthshire - “which is probably the 
least deprived area” in south east Wales 


- the “areas of a less affluent nature” would 
get left behind. 

The estimated cost of developing an SDP 
for the Cardiff capital region is £3.14m 
over five years - with the 10 local authori¬ 
ties sharing the cost. 

Officers said the cost would be a pro¬ 
portional contribution based on the vote 
weighting system - in Bridgend the council 
would have to make an a nn ual payment 
of almost £55,000 while Monmouthshire 
will have to pay nearly £82,000 a year. 
However, they said the cost of future LDPs 
would be significantly reduced, with key 
contentious issues having been agreed at 
SDP stage. 

Bridgend’s LDP costs around £2m to 
prepare. 

Planning officers said the SDP would 
only consider the issues that have a regional 
significance with both the local develop¬ 
ment plan (LDP) and the emerging national 
development framework remaining in 
place. 

They said it was anticipated the same 
level of engagement with communities 
would take place in developing the SDP 
as it does with the LDP with a public 
consultation at key stages of its preparation. 

During the meeting all councillors agreed 
to start the process of preparing an SDP for 
the Cardiff Capital Region as set out under 
the Planning (Wales) Act 2015. 

If every local authority agrees to begin 
the process the plan could be adopted in 
2024-25.

Football club’s grave 
concerns over price hike

Simon Brooks from Brackla 
Football Club said most clubs 
struggle to meet the costs 
already in place and he can’t 


see how any team will be able 
to continue to play if the charges 
come into force next September. 

He said: “The council has a 
duty of care to ensure there is easy 
access to sports teams in the area. 

“Tackling obesity should 
be a priority, not to men¬ 
tion the mental health of 
young women and men.” 

He said the club has two 
teams in district leagues which 
means it would need to find 
more than £600 per week from 
a group of 40 players aged 16 to 
34 just to play for one-and-a-half 


hours on a Saturday afternoon. 

He added: “We share our 
pitch at Litchard Cross with 
youth and other clubs who play 
in different leagues and we use 
what is essentially a commu¬ 
nity hall, which is often booked 
out for children’s parties. 

“We have a very close rela¬ 
tionship with the Brackla rugby 
team who are also looking into 
a community asset transfer so 
hopefully we have a chance.”

Agricultural firm starts 
new venture for tractors 
in south Wales 


Woodland development 
appeal in Briary Wood 
housing plans 


AN appeal has been lodged 
against the refusal of plans 
to build three homes and 
garages near ancient 
woodland in Bridgend. 

In May, planners at Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
turned down the outline planning 
application, submitted by Homestyle 
Dom Care, saying it would result in 
the ‘unjustified loss’ of protected trees 
and woodlands. 

The site on Briary Wood in Briary 
Way, Brackla forms part of the 
Tremains Wood Site of Importance 
for Nature Conservation (SINC). 

Some of the 40 trees that would 
have been cut down to make way 
for the housing were subject to Tree 
Preservation Orders. 

In a council report outlining reasons 
for refusal, officers said the Tremains 
Wood SINC provided an important 
‘green lung’ in Brackla which was 
already well-developed. 

Mr G Williams of Homestyle Dom 
Care is appealing the decision via his 
agent Vale Planning. 

The company has provided a 
revised site plan which it says over¬ 
comes the council’s reasons for refus¬ 
ing planning permission, adding the 
loss of trees has been ‘significantly 
reduced’ with the introduction of a 
15-metre buffer zone between the 
development and the boundary of 
the ancient woodland, as well as a 
woodland management plan. 

In the appeal documents. Jinny 
Jones of Vale Planning states that 
around a third of the original SINC 
has been built on since BCBC last 


did a review of the county’s Sites of 
Importance for Nature Conservation, 
with the fragmentation largely as a 
result of council-led development of 
Archbishop McGrath Catholic High 
School. 

She also states that the appeal site 
is less mature than other areas of the 
SINC. 

A number of residents living 
nearby have consistently objected to 
the proposed development. 

Keith Hughes, who has lived in 
the area for 30 years and started a 
campaign against the plans, said: “It’s 
so disappointing after the length of 
time taken in the first place [to battle 
against the development plans]. 

“When the council decided to 
refuse the application, everyone was 
delighted and thought ‘at long last, 
there’s some progress’. 

“And now, five months down the 
line, they’ve appealed.” 

The plans were first submitted last 
summer before being withdrawn and 
then resubmitted in December 2018. 

Members of the public have until 
Wednesday, November 6 to submit 
any comments on the appeal.

“We’re also providing workshop services such as repairs and 


routine servicing, and we planned to only trade in used tractors 
and machinery - but then we had the opportunity to take on 
McCormick, and having studied the products, it was irresistable;

Lorry ban will make 
life better, villagers say 


Fight carries on for 
1950s women, says 


MP 


CHRIS Elmore 
MP has reaffirmed 
his commitment 
to continue work¬ 
ing for justice for 
1950s-born women 
affected by the 
government’s state 
pension changes, 
at a drop-in event 
with members of the 
WASPI campaign 
in Parliament. 

The Conservative- 
Liberal Democrat 
Coalition Government 
accelerated changes 
to the women’s state 
pension age in 2011, a 
change which many 
of the women affected 
claim they were not 
informed about. 

As a result, many of 
them have been unable 
to plan their finances 
properly and have had to 
change their retirement 
plans. 


Following the conclu¬ 
sion of the recent High 
Court case on the issue, 
MPs have been organ¬ 
ising their next steps 
to seek to correct this 
injustice. 

The All-Party 
Parliamentary Group on 
State Pension Inequality 
for Women, of which 
Chris is secretary, have 
since reiterated their call 
on ministers to review the 
pension arrangements for 
the women affected and 
to examine the viability 
of three key transitional 
proposals. 

Proposals were 
drawn up following 
a consultation by the 
APPG, through which 
all affected campaign 
groups were invited to 
take part. 

Solutions include: a 
non-means tested pay¬ 
ment for all women aged 
63 and over, an equalisa¬ 
tion of women’s pensions 


so that all receive a full 
state pension regardless 
of the number of years 
of national insurance 
contributions they have 
accrued, and extended 
pension credit payments 
for those worst affected. 

Chris Elmore MP 
said: “It’s a scandal that 
these women have been 
ignored for so long by 
the government. The set 
of solutions put forward 
by the APPG following 
last year’s consultation 
are very reasonable and 
are, frankly, the least 
these women should 
expect after the contempt 
with which they’ve been 
treated to date. 

“I will be continuing 
to work hard with col¬ 
leagues of all political 
colours to ensure this 
remains high on the 
agenda in Parliament and 
we finally get the changes 
all of the affected women 
need and deserve.”

Jayne said: “It’s 
lovely with Paul being 
ex-military as well, it 
just gives him back being 
in the military family, 
you know, and I support 
him in every way that I 


can, to keep him busy.” 

Wheelchair rugby has 
become a way of life for 
the Jenkins family and 
Jayne claims it gives them 
both job satisfaction. 

She said: “I think if 
Paul didn’t do this, he 
would just be sat in the 
house doing nothing. 
This is his life. He eats, 
breathes everything 
wheelchair rugby.” 

She loves seeing 
veterans coming along 
and trying the game 
with Paul: “It’s amaz¬ 
ing to see them going 
from knowing nothing 
to winning medals and 
supporting each other”. 

As rugby fanatics, 
supporters of Help for 
Heroes and Welsh 
patriots, Jayne and Paul 
were thrilled to be asked 
to model the charity’s 
new clothing range. 

Paul said: “It’s a great 
honour, to be asked to 
do that - we’re Welsh 
and we’re proud.”

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How a Porthcawl man’s chance meeting 
with Gandhi inspired a London exhibition

SEVEN murals, designed by 
Welsh artist Dan Llywelyn Hall, 
have gone on display in London to 
celebrate Mahatma Gandhi and 
100 years of the Indian YMCA. 

The oil creations, which were unveiled 
at the Indian’s YMCA base in the capital 
city earlier this month, are from a collec¬ 
tion of work called ‘Searching for Home.’ 

Mr Hall’s masterpieces celebrate the 
Anglo-Indian bond that has endured 
through tumultuous times such as 
world wars and political unrest. 

John Berry BEM, who helped 
stage the exhibition and founded 
the Welsh YMCA, was just 10-years- 
old when Gandhi brokered an 


independence deal with Winston Churchill. 

In the early 1940s, towards the end of the 
war, Mr Berry had a chance encounter with 
Gandhi on the steps of 10 Downing Street. 

Mr Berry, who is now in his 80s and 
went on to establish strong links with the 
Indian YMCA, was familiar with Mr Hall’s 
work and decided to introduce him to the 
charity’s general secretary in the hope of 
getting him on board with the exhibition. 

Porthcawl resident Mr Berry said: “I was 
brought into this world in 1936 by a doctor 
who had immigrated to the UK from India 
as a young student. It, therefore, follows the 
first face I ever saw was that of an Indian. 

“As a young child during the war I vis¬ 
ited London with my parents. I remember 
being in Downing Street (there was not 


today’s high security in the 1940s), my 
mother was an enormous fan of Churchill 
and we stood on the step to Number 10. 

“We were moved to one side to allow 
a visitor access to the residence and I 
remember looking at this little old man 
dressed -1 thought - in his bed sheet, who 
spoke to my parents as he passed. I have 
this vivid memory of seeing the great man.” 

He added: “In 1958, I started work 
with the YMCA and in 1965 went to 
Jamaica to establish new YMCA work 
before returning to the UK in 1968. 

“I came to Porthcawl in 1983 to reopen 
YMCA here. It is with great pleasure I 
join in celebrating 150 years of Gandhi 
and the centenary of this magnificent 
institution that upholds his ethos.” 






Too Young to Make a Will? Think Again!

Young adults often delay writing a Will in the belief that they are not old enough or wealthy enough to need one. I know from my own experience of being 
in my late twenties, that embarking on a career and starting a family are my main priorities. Putting plans in place for the potential end of my life has not 
been at the forefront of my mind. It is not nice to think about our lives coming to an end, but the harsh reality is that life is not predictable and it can take 
unexpected turns in the blink of an eye. Making a Will allows you to take control of your life in a way that supports your loved ones, should the worst 
happen. 

If you do not make a Will, the Rules of Intestacy will stipulate who gets what upon your death and the outcome may not be what you want. This can be 
devastating, particularly if you are in a relationship but are not married or in a civil partnership. In this eventuality, legally, your partner would not be 
entitled to anything upon your death if you were to die intestate. 

So, planning ahead is vital and it alleviates stress for your nearest and dearest. In your Will you can: 

• Set out who will deal with your estate when you are gone 

• Include guardianship provisions to detail who you would want to look after your children after you die. The care of children is, of course, a very emotive 
matter and it can lead to great friction if you do not address the issue 

• Set the age at which any children can inherit 

• Mitigate any potential Tax liability for your estate 

• Set out your funeral wishes, though these guidelines will not be legally binding 

Personally, I have found that taking control of what will happen to my estate on my 
death is empowering. I feel that I have taken an extra step to make things easier for 
my family when I am not here. 

Here at JCP we recommend that you consider reviewing your Will every three years, 
or when your circumstances change. As you reach different milestones in life, such as 
when you purchase a property, have children, or get married, your wishes may 
change. 

The harsh reality is that no matter our age, none of us know what is around the corner 
and knowing that a Will is in place can give you piece of mind that your wishes will be 
carried out when you are not here. We need to shatter the misconception that Wills 
are for older people in our society, so we plan for our families now.

Top tips for helping your pooch on fireworks night

WITH Diwali and fireworks 
night coming up, the Kennel 
Club is warning pet owners 
to be extra vigilant: statistics 
show 71% of owners’ details 
on microchipping databases 
are inaccurate. 

Since compulsory microchipping 
was introduced in 2016 approximately 
90% of dogs are now microchipped, 
but apparently only 29% of dogs have 
microchips with accurate contact 
details; should a pet go missing on 
fireworks night and be subsequently 


found and scanned, the reunification 
process won’t work.Jacquie Easton of 
Kennel Club said: “Dogs can react 
very badly to the unfamiliar sights, 
sounds and even smells that are com¬ 
mon on fireworks night - research 
shows that 40% of dogs are scared of 
fireworks and this can result in them 
behaving unpredictably. 

Tips for fireworks night include: 

Do ensure your pet is microchipped 
and that your details are up to date. 

Keep a collar and ID tag on your 
dog, just in case they do accidentally 
escape. 


Acclimatise your dog to noises prior 
to the big night: there are many ‘noise’ 
CDs on the market which give you the 
opportunity to introduce your dog to a 
variety of potentially disturbing sounds 
in a controlled manner. Seek help from 
an experienced animal behaviourist: 
if your pet is severely noise phobic, 
sound CDs may make the situation 
worse. Make a safe den for your dog 
to retreat to if it feels scared; provide 
an unwashed piece of clothing so that 
your dog can smell your scent, and 
feel comfortable. Distract your dog 
from the noise by having the TV or 


the radio switched on, but try to act 
and behave as normal, as your dog will 
pick up on any odd behaviour. Feed 
your dog a while before you expect 
any disturbances, as once the fireworks 
start your dog may be too anxious to 
eat, and walk your dog before dusk. 
Bear in mind the smell of fireworks 
might also be distressing for your dog. 

Make sure you shut all doors and 
windows in your home and don’t 
forget to draw the curtains. This will 
block out any scary flashes of light and 
reduce the noise level of fireworks - 
and don’t forget to block off cat flaps.

Vale dairy farmer Abi honoured 
by FUW for services to agriculture 
(not to mention Cows on Tour) 



EVERY year, the Farmers 
Union of Wales recognises 
an individual who has 
made a great contribution 
towards the development 
of the dairy industry. 

This year, the union is proud 
to honour Vale of Glamorgan 
dairy farmer Abi Reader with 
the Outstanding Service to the 
Welsh Dairy Industry award. 
Farming alongside her father and 
uncle, Abi is a partner in the 
family business in the Vale; the 
farm is a mixed holding: Abi 
has the primary responsibility for 
the dairy herd operation. Her 
confidence in the dairy sector 
has been reinforced by the recent 
installation of a new dairy unit, 
which comprises a new milking 


parlour, cattle handling system, 
and a viewing gallery to host 
school children to see the work¬ 
ings of a Welsh dairy farm. But 
her involvement goes beyond 
the farm gate and began during 
the DairySOS campaign in 2012. 

Her passion and drive for the 
industry shone through as she 
featured on various media broad¬ 
casts, explaining the plight dairy 
farmers faced at that time. She 
is keen to sell the farming story 
to children and the wider general 
public; Abi is a prominent com¬ 
mittee member of the livestock 
section of the Vale of Glamorgan 
County Show. Through her 
involvement with Open Farm 
Sunday, she was approached 
by a local farmer’s son to take 
up the challenge of teaching 


children in an inner-city school, 
the ‘farm to fork’ story. Never 
one to turn down a challenge, 
Abi spearheaded a team of 15 
Glamorgan farmers and took the 
campaign to 300 school children 
at Pakeman Primary School, 
Holloway, London. The trip 
became known as #CowsOnTour. 

Cows On Tour has gone from 
strength to strength and this year 
it culminated in a week-long 
tour of schools around Wales. 
To raise the profile, Abi and her 
colleagues took a full-size model 
of a dairy cow with them and 
the Cow went to Dan Yr Ogof 
caves, up Snowdon, and down the 
zip wire in Blaenau Ffestiniog. 

Cows on Tour raised £2,500 
for RABI and the mental health 
charity DPI Foundation in 2019.

Cardiff and Vale Third Sector funding - ideas 
for improving quality of life are wanted! 


THE Cardiff and Vale of 
Glamorgan Integrated 
Health and Social Care 
Partnership has allocated 
£100,000 funding from 
the Welsh Government’s 
Integrated Care Fund 
(ICE), to support new 
Third Sector community 
activities and services in 
Cardiff and the Vale. 

The Third Sector Capital 
Investment Fund is managed 
and administered by Glamorgan 
Voluntary Services (GVS) 
and is open for applications; 
the deadline for submissions is 
12pm on Friday, November 15. 

This fund supports propos¬ 
als which improve the quality 
of life for people in Cardiff 


and the Vale, promoting health 
and wellbeing and supporting 
engagement and participation 
in the communities in which 
they live. The funding is focused 
on the following areas: older 
people with complex needs and 
long term conditions, including 
dementia; people with learning 
disabilities; children at risk 
or with complex needs due to 
disability or illness, and car¬ 
ers, including young carers. 
Organisations can apply for a 
maximum of £20,000. There is 
no minimum. 

The funding could be used, 
for example: as start-up costs 
for new groups, activities or 
services; for materials to sup¬ 
port the provision of, or piloting 
of new or additional services; 


to support the setting up of a 
lunch club, sport club, exercise 
class, carer support, neighbour 
care, or a small scale community 
befriending service in response 
to a need; or for re-ablement and 
rapid response services to better 
meet demand. Examples of cap¬ 
ital expenditure might include 
the following: improving access 
to services; housing adaptation 
equipment such as ramps and 
rails; IT equipment; rellirbish- 
ment of Third Sector service 
provision; kitchen equipment 
for lunch clubs etc. Application

Farming Matters

IT’S the end of October and by now we 
were supposed to have clarity on our exit 
from the European Union - but specu¬ 
lation as to how, when and if is futile: so 
instead of hypothesising as to what will 
happen or not, let’s talk about our dairy 
industry. 

This week marked the 31st Welsh Dairy show 
and I hope that everyone who stopped by our stand 
enjoyed some warming cawl and plenty of #farm- 
ingmatters chats. 

There is such enthusiasm for our sector, whether 
it is dairy, beef, sheep, chicken or pork, and that’s 
why it saddens me that we keep coming under attack 
from those who perhaps don’t really understand 
what happens on farms across Wales. 

The dairy industry continues to find itself at 
the centre of negative public attention, with much 
anti-farming sentiment being expressed by various 
vegan and animal rights organisations. 

The rise of both veganism and plant-based dairy 
alternatives cannot be ignored, so as the campaign 
against dairy becomes louder, let me say this: our 
animal health and welfare standards are amongst the 
best in the world - that is indisputable. 


The ban on the use of the term ‘milk’ for certain 
plant-based alternatives was a step in the right 
direction, but we must ensure that the UK adheres to 
this decision after we leave the EU. 

We must also continue to make sure that con¬ 
sumers are not misled by inaccurate labelling or 
extremist information. To that end, we will continue 
to fly the flag for our dairy farmers here in Wales and 
continue to take a proactive stance, shouting about 
why our dairy industry is the best. 

With the future of farming likely to change 
dramatically over the coming months and years, I 
am concerned about what will happen, not just to 
the dairy industry here in Wales, but to agriculture 
across the UK. 

The fragility of the current Welsh dairy supply 
chain has never been more demonstrable, with the 
recent loss of a major dairy processor in Wales. 
Indeed, the current imbalance of power in the 
dairy supply chain renders our producers extremely 
vulnerable. 

The future looks uncertain but I can assure you 
the FUW will continue to highlight why Farming 
Matters and we will continue to fight the comer for 
the farmers of Wales.

COACHES 
packed full with 
women fighting to 
reverse changes 
to their pensions 
will set off from 
south Wales next 
month and head 
to London for a 
major protest. 

Hundreds of women 
from all comers of the 
UK are expected to 
take part in a rally at 
Westminster after the 
government equalised 
state pensions for men 
and women. 

Some of the women, 
bom in the 1950s, claim 
the equalisation has left 
them facing financial 
hardship. 

They say that the 
changes were made 
with little or no warn¬ 
ing, meaning they could 
not alter their retirement 
plans. 

Campaigners argued 
in a court case that the 
move was discrimina¬ 
tory, but senior judges 
recently mled against 
them. 

Barry resident Kay 
Clarke, founder mem¬ 
ber of 1950s Women 
of Wales and Beyond, 
will be one of the many 
protesters heading to 
London on November 
5 to “send a message to 
parliament that we are 
not going away.” 


Kay Clarke told The 
GEM: “Well after the 
devastating result of 
the judicial review we 
have picked ourselves 
up, bmshed ourselves 
down, and have started 
all over again. 

“The Women of 
Wales have organ¬ 
ised another rally in 
Westminster where we 
plan on stopping traffic 
once again in our own 
special way.” 

Ms Clark added: “A 
coach will travel along 
the M4 and join many 
others from campaign 
groups WASPI, We 
Paid In You Pay Out 
and Pension Reformers 
United, to name but a 
few, and from all over 
the UK from Scotland 
to Cornwall. 

“We are hoping to 
find help towards the 
cost of travel as many 
of our members are 
without income. 

“An appeal has been 
made to local unions, 
but our fight for justice 
will see many going 
without in order to get 
themselves to the rally 
and join their fellow 
pensionless pensioners 
in an attempt to be 
heard.”

HALLOWE’EN 
and bonfire night 
are traditionally 
some of the busiest 
times of year for our 
fire crews. 

Last year, between 
October 26 and 
November 6, the fire 
service attended 232 
deliberate fires - a 22% 
deerease on the previous 
year. They would like 
to keep this number 
deereasing, as attending 
firework and bonfire 
misuse incidents ean 
eost lifesaving minutes 
in firefighters getting to 
incidents sueh as road 
traffic collisions or house 
fires. Fireworks can be 
spectacular, but they are 
dangerous and ean cause 
serious injury if handled 
irresponsibly. If you are 
looking to enjoy fire¬ 
works this year, why not 
go to a safe, organised 
public display? 

If you are purehasing 
fireworks, remember: 

Make sure all fire¬ 
works comply with 
approved standards 
and regulations; Don’t 
drink aleohol if setting 
off fireworks; Keep 
fireworks in a closed 
box and always follow 
the instruetions care¬ 
fully when using them; 
Light them at arm’s 
length using a taper and 


stand well back; Never 
go back to them once 
they are lit. Even if a 
firework hasn’t gone off, 
it could still explode; 
Never throw fireworks 
and never put them in 
your poeket; Respect 
your neighbours - don’t 
let off fireworks late 
at night and remember 
there are laws to follow; 
Take care with spar¬ 
klers - never give them 
to children under five. 
Even when they have 
gone out they are still 
hot, so put sparklers in a 
bueket of water after use; 
Keep your pets indoors 
throughout the evening. 

Bonfires can also be 
a fire risk, so the fire 
service recommends 
looking for alternative 
ways to get rid of your 
waste, but if you do have 
a bonfire, make sure you 
follow these safety tips: 

Build your bonfire 
well elear of buildings, 
garden sheds, fences 
and hedges; Never use 
flammable liquids to start 
a bonfire and never bum 
dangerous items sueh 
as aerosol cans, paint 
tins, foam furniture or 
batteries; Always keep 
buekets of water or a 
hosepipe nearby in case 
of fire; Don’t leave 
bonfires unattended. An 
adult should supervise it 
until it has burnt out. If 


it has to be left, damp 
it down with plenty of 
water; Cheek the area 
to make sure there is no 
wildlife or pets hiding 
nearby. 

At Hallowe’en, use 
battery powered lights 
instead of candles in your 
pumpkin lantern, espe¬ 
cially if you are hold¬ 
ing a children’s party. 
Please also ensure you 
buy fancy dress outfits 
that are labelled with the 
approved standards and 
regulations. 

Head Fire Crime and 
Home Safety, Group 
Manager Neil Davies 
said: ““We attend many 
unsupervised fires 
and injuries caused by 
fireworks and out of 
eontrol bonfires. The 
safest thing you can do 
is attend an organised 
display. Fireworks and 
boi^res are a lot of fun, 
but it’s very important 
to be eautious. Acting 
irresponsibly around 
fires and fireworks ean 
have devastating eonse- 
quenees, ean cause life 
threatening injuries and 
ean even cost lives.”

HARDCORE 
Wales football fans 
talk of the 1958 
squad that included 
Ivor Allchurch 
and Mel and John 
Charles and made it 
to the quarter-finals 
of the World Cup. 

But what about the 
boys of 1976? Wales’ 
unsung sueeess in 
the 1976 European 
Championships is finally 
eelebrated in a new 
book by Niek Burnell 
- Trailing Clouds of 
Glory: Welsh Football’s 
Forgotten Heroes of 
1976 whieh fetes the 
sueeess and aehievement 
of a group of people 
who restored pride in the 
Welsh football jersey. 

The book is also the 
Books Council of Wales’ 
Book of the Month 
for November 2019. 

Llantwit Major 
Football Club played a 
part in the development 
of this book as scenes 
were filmed in the home 
team dressing room 
where author, Nick 
Burnell, interviewed 
Dave Roberts about his 
memories of that era. 

It was decided by Nick 
that the best option was 
to use the information 
gathered in the filming 
as a starting point to 
writing a book about that 
era in Welsh football. 

It was a time which 
Burnell describes 
as less complicated, 
“before the onset of 
24-hour saturation cov¬ 
erage and millionaire 
journeymen players. 

“A time before 
football was ‘invented’ 


in 1992, where televi¬ 
sion and radio closed 
down when there was 
nothing more to say, 
and when footballers 
looked to the future by 
doing their coaching 
badges or searching 
for local pubs that 
needed new landlords. 

A time before VAR, 
podcasts and the gaudy 
vulgarity of the Premier 
League, when you’d 
stand and watch the game 
in front of you for 90 
minutes rather than film 
it on your mobile phone.” 

Although 2016 and 
1958 are legendary, the 
period following Mike 
Smith’s appointment 
as manager on the 
heels of yet another 
failure to qualify for a 
World Cup in 1974 has 
largely been forgotten. 

Trailing Clouds 
of Glory is based on 
extensive research and 
Nick Burnell has used 
contemporary press 
reports and surviving 
TV match footage, as 
well as recollections 
collected during inter¬ 
views with some of the 
protagonists themselves. 

The book also paints 
a vivid picture of the 
1970s, taking a nostalgic 
and humorous look at 
the decade and its foi¬ 
bles - including a look 
at the news headlines of 
the time, and one truly 
surreal real-life event 
involving The Bay City 
Rollers, Tony Blackburn 
and a Womble.

Wales contingent of Team UK 
unveiled for 2020 Invictus Games 


EIGHT men and women 
from Wales have been 
selected as part of 
the 65-strong team of 
wounded, injured and 
sick (WIS) military 
personnel and veterans 
selected to represent the 
UK at the 2020 Invictus 
Games and three are 
from the Bridgend and 
Vale areas. 

Rob Bugden (34) from 
Sigingstone; Bruce Falkenberg 
(42) from Maesteg and Nathan 
Huddy (39) from Llantwit 
Fardre will join teammates from 
across Wales. The team will be 
supported by Help for Heroes 
Wales and Hereford Sports 
Recovery coordinator Nick 
Vanderpump from Bridgend. 

Invictus UK is delivered by 
a partnership comprising The 
Ministry of Defence, Help for 
Heroes and The Royal British 
Legion and BAE Systems are 
proud sponsors of Team UK 
for the first time. The athletes 


- 89% of whom have never 
taken part in an Invictus Games 
before - will undergo training 
camps delivered by Help for 
Heroes to ensure they are best 
prepared for the international 
sporting competition next year. 

Corporal Rob Bugden joined 
the RAF in 2008 as a Physical 
Training Instructor and qualified 
as a parachute jumping instruc¬ 
tor. He was left paralysed after 
his parachute got tangled with 
another jumper after a mid-air 
collision in 2016. He said: “1 
entered the RAF as a sportsman 
and taking part in the Invictus 
Games means 1 would be leav¬ 
ing as one still. Despite injury 1 
can still compete, be active and 
importantly still be the same 
person I’ve always been, which 
is vital for my mental recovery.” 

Bruce Falkenberg is a former 
soldier from Zimbabwe, who 
signed up to the British Army 
in 2000. Nerve damage and a 
series of injuries to his feet 
caused complications which 
resulted in Bruce having below 
the knee amputations of his legs 


in 2013 and 2015. Following 
his medical discharge from 
the Royal Regiment of Wales, 
Bruce settled in Maesteg. He 
said: “No man is an island, and 
this experience will serve to 
help me make new friendships, 
ignite a good team spirit where 
1 can and reap the rewards of 
networking and team working 
to enhance my road to recovery 
and rehabilitation.” 

Nathan Huddy is a former 
RAF Regiment Gunner who, 
while serving in Iraq in 2003, 
was involved in a landmine 
blast seriously injuring his left 
foot and he suffered severe 
shrapnel wounds. In 2017, he 
suffered a stroke and his mental 
health spiralled downwards: 
unable to shower, feed or tie his 
shoelaces for himself Watching 
the Invictus Games in 2018, he 
was inspired to contact Help 
for Heroes and said it was like 
“a switch being flicked inside 
his head.” 

The team will compete in 
nine sports: athletics, archery, 
wheelchair basketball, cycling. 


powerlifting, indoor rowing, 
wheelchair rugby, swimming, 
and sitting volleyball. They will 
train from now until May as 
part of Help for Heroes’ Sports 
Recovery programme to train 
and develop the team. Nick 
Vanderpump, who will be sup¬ 
porting the team, said: “I’ve 
seen the difference community 
sports recovery has played in 
the lives of the men and women 
who will be taking part in this 
inspirational event. Even when 
someone is affected by illness 
or injury, sport is incredibly 
powerful in bringing people 
together and giving them pur¬ 
pose in life.”

Racing 
Rogues - The Scams, 
Scandals and Gambles 
of Horse Racing in 
Wales (published by St 
David’s Press) and under 
the heading, ‘Evan’s 
Training Tips Paid Off 
I told the following story: 

Small-time one 
horse permit holders 


like Llancarfan’s Jane 
Mathais are the back¬ 
bone of National Hunt 
racing and it is always 
pleasing when they 
saddle a winner or two. 
Even more so when they 
manage to back their 
horse and retrieve some 
of their training costs. 

This was the case 
when in August 2008 
Jane, a former point- 
to-point rider and a 
qualified accountant 
who worked in Cardiff, 
took a day off to see her 
11-year-old Lesdream 
run in a claiming hur¬ 
dle race at Stratford. 

Lesdream, which had 
finished third in its previ¬ 
ous race after a 12-month 
lay off, had been bought 
out of National Hunt 
trainer Jimmy Frost’s 
yard. But now trained 
by an unknown permit 
holder, who had never 
saddled a winner under 
Rules, the bookmakers 
gave it little chance 
and odds of 20-1 were 


at first freely available. 

Jane and friends who 
had accompanied her 
‘went to town’ backing 
the horse until the odds 
tumbled to 8-1. The 
going was on the heavy 
side but Lesdream was 
something of a mud 
lover and the little horse 
romped home a seven 
lengths winner. What 
the bookmakers didn’t 
realise was that Jane was 
a neighbour of leading 
Welsh trainer Evan 
Williams who had been 
giving her some advice. 
''Lesdream was such a 
straightforward and 
happy horse. He owes us 
nothing and now lives 
out his days in happy 
retirement,” said Jane.

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The Gods of sport deny Alun Wyn 
Jones his ‘Hollywood ending’. 
Match report by Philip Irwin 


IF there is one lesson 
that sport hands out 
on a regular basis, it 
is: “Don’t get ahead 
of yourself’. 

I started preparing 
my opening paragraphs 
with 15 minutes still 
on the clock, because 
what had just happened 
was so significant. 

In Wales, we take 
Alun Wyn Jones’ onfield 
ability and leadership 
qualities for granted, but 
at that moment he had 
clearly produced a psy¬ 
chological masterstroke 
that would be talked about 
for decades and more. 

There are times in 
sport when we all rec¬ 
ognise these crucial 
moments. In boxing, for 
instance, it often comes 
when the challenger 
lands his best punch 
and the champion looks 
him in the eye, saying 
“Is that all you’ve got?” 

At that point we 
know the winner. 

Or consider a European 
Ryder Cup win. At some 
point one of the star US 
players (quite often Phil 
Mickelson) will dump a 
tee shot at a par three 
into a lake - and we all 
know who is going to 
take the trophy home. 

There was such a 
moment in this game. 

We all knew what 
South Africa were going 
to bring to this game. 
A huge physical pres¬ 
ence and forwards who 
will charge again and 
again at the opposition. 

Then, at around the 
50-minute mark, coach 
Rassie Erasmus brings 
on a whole new front 
five - just as big - and the 
fresh-legged juggernauts 
pile on the pressure. 

Japan had wonder¬ 
ful spirit. Indomitable 
seemed the word, but the 
Springboks broke them. 

So consider what 
happened between the 
60th and 65th minute. 
Wales were trailing 16-9, 


and had lost two play¬ 
ers, Tomos Francis and 
George North, to injury 
just before half time. 

Rhys Patchell had 
replaced Dan Biggar and 
his first act was to take 
a penalty on the half¬ 
way line and find touch 
just seven metres out. 

Wales won the line 
out and set up a line out 
drive, which was held, 
but then Alun Wyn Jones 
called for one forward 
drive after another. It 
wasn’t pretty, and not 
much ground was gained 
but the message to the 
Boks was clear: “We’ve 
taken your best shots 
and we’re still here”. 

The phases mounted 
up and, just after the 
20th, Wales were 
awarded a penalty. 
Patchell chipped into the 
comer but South Africa 
cleared and it was time to 
come back and take the 
penalty under the posts. 
After all, the Springboks 
had been having just 
the better of the scmms. 

But no! Alun Wyn 
called for a scmm and 
Tomos Williams passed 
to Jonathan Davies and 
Josh Adams was in at 
the comer! For Leigh 
Halfpenny, it was his 
first place kick (Biggar 
had kicked 3 out of 3) 
and he split the posts to 
bring the scores level. 

The Hollywood script 
called for the Springboks 
to weaken in the face 
of this Welsh defiance, 
and for Alun Wyn to 
become even more of a 
hero than he already is. 

It didn’t happen. 
Sometimes the sport¬ 
ing gods don’t see 
the romantic side. 

Up until that point 
the game had been, in 
Warren Gatland’s words, 
“a bit of an arm wres¬ 
tle” and the Springboks 
rolled up their sleeves 
and went back to work. 

High kicks were 
exchanged, some good, 
some poor. Some were 


caught, some weren’t and 
neither side wanted to 
take a big risk. A penalty 
took Wales into the 22, 
and they had their eye on 
a drop goal, but Patchell 
was forced to stand 
a long way back and 
his effort went astray. 

A penalty to South 
Africa took the play to 
the Welsh 22, where their 
pack won the line out and 
set up a drive - winning 
a penalty 30 metres out. 

The match had been 
pretty untidy, but not 
from the kicking tee. 
Wales had kicked 4 out 
of 4 (Biggar 3, Halfpenny 
one) and Handre Pollard 
had kicked 4 out of 4 too. 

The outside half 
never looked like miss¬ 
ing, and that was that. 
South Africa had most 
of the territory for the 
remainder of the match, 
and on only one occasion 
did Wales get into the 
Springbok 22. Sadly, the 
ball was knocked on, and 
at the resultant scmm, 
Wales were penalised. 

Pollard kicked that 
penalty into the Welsh 22, 
where South Africa were 
awarded another penalty. 

Pollard took no 
chances. As the clock 
entered the red zone, he 
passed up the chance 
of another three points 
and tapped the ball 
over the sidelines. 

A brave Welsh effort 
had been thwarted 
but there was little 
to complain about. 

The first 65 min¬ 
utes? Well in tmth it 
was a match that only 
England’s coaches will 
want to watch, as they 
prepare for the final. 

The previous day, after 
25 minutes of non-stop 
action between England 
and the All Blacks, 
the only word suitable 
was “immense”. For 
Wales V South Africa, 
the word was “messy”. 

That’s not to decry 
the effort, for both sides’ 
application was intense. 


Perhaps it was inevitable. 
Both sides were success¬ 
ful in slowing up the 
ball, and the two scmm 
halves, Gareth Davies 
and Faf de Klerk, had 
little option but to kick, 
considering how quickly 
the defences were up. 

The inclusion of 
Jonathan Davies at 
outside centre gave 
Wales some cutting 
edge. It was hard to see 
how fit he was, but his 
timing of a pass gave 
Wales hope of a score. 

For South Africa, 
most their threats came 
from the live-wire 
de Klerk. It’s hard to 
know what instmctions 
Erasmus gives him, 
other than “Do whatever 
comes into your head”. 

Early on he made a 
sharp break and kicked 
ahead, catching every¬ 
one by surprise, and 
he showed enough 
pace to ankle tap 
George North before 
he could clear the ball. 

As the half progressed, 
Biggar and Pollard 
exchanged penalties, 
and it wasn’t until the 
27th minute that the 
Springboks launched 
a handling attack. This 
was a good one, though, 
as forwards and backs 
inter-passed and it took 
a crunching tackle 
by Josh Adams on de 
Klerk to stop the scmm 
half scampering over. 

It got worse for Wales 
when a restart was caught 
by No 8 Vermeulen near 
his own line. He had time 
to get to full speed before 
the Welsh chase arrived, 
and Tomos Francis 
drew the short straw. 

In the commentary 
box, summarisers Shane 
Williams and David 
Flatman pronounced his 
tournament over within 
30 seconds, guessing at 
a dislocated shoulder. 

Even worse, two min¬ 
utes later, Wales were 
awarded a penalty and 
Biggar decided to use 


the penalty advantage to 
kick high to the comer 
for George North. His 
hamstring seemed to 
go as he chased the ball 
and, although he tried 
to mn it off, it took 
only 60 seconds before 
he realised that the 
damage was too severe. 

Biggar kicked that 
penalty and Wales trailed 
9-6 at the break, although 
there was still time for the 
electric de Klerk to scare 
Wales again, very nearly 
charging down Gareth 
Davies’ sideways tap in 
to touch to end the half 

There was more of the 
same in the second half 
If anything the pressure 
was more intense and 
the game more untidy. 
Hadleigh Parkes had 
two kicks charged down 
within 30 seconds, and 
there were turnovers 
and fumbles aplenty. 

Biggar made it 9-9 
but, soon after the 
Spingboks sent on their 
massed reinforcements, 
they scored their try. It 
was a threatening attack, 
but Wales seemed to 
have it covered until the 
huge centre, Damien 
de Allende, shmgged 
off Dan Biggar, and 
ploughed 15 metres to the 
line with would-be tack- 
lers unable to stop him. 

Pollard’s conversion 
made it 16-9, and soon 
after we had the passage 
of play, ending with 
Adams’ try that - from 
the Welsh point of view 
- should have yielded 
that Hollywood ending. 

It was a magnificent 
effort by Wales. One gets 
the feeling that a number 
of players were carrying 
injuries and more details 
may emerge in the com¬ 
ing days. There’s no 
need for excuses. Wales 
have shown they belong 
at the top table and we 
can all look forward to 
the post-Gatland era.
